Can ti^ens 
work where 

liquor sold? 

The An!ioch Village Board will continue 
the discussion on amending the village or- 
dinance concerning people under 21 years of 
age working in businesses that trade in 
alcoholic beverages at the next board 
meeting on Monday, Nov. 7. y' 

According to Donna Henderson of Village 
Attorney Ken Clark's office, the state 
statute concerning the matter states that 
anyone who is under the age of 21 years, and 
in possession of alcoholic beverages in a 
public place, street or highway, unless they 
are making delivery in their employment or 
by orders of a parent, is guilty of- a. 
misdeamor.. 

The state statute does not 'stipulate any 
particular age in stating that a "minor" may 
not entertain, hostess or handle liquor in a 
place where the sale of liquor is the primary 
business.' ' , - 

The state allows local municipalities to 
stipulate how old a person has to be to work 
in a place where liquor is not the mainstay of 
the business such as. a grocery store that 
sells liquor or a restaurant that has a bar. 

. The question before the board is whether 
or not the local ordinance on the matter 
should consider a minor one under 21 or un- 
der the age of majority of 18, — 

Village Trustee Don Amundsen is of the 
opinion that those under 21 can't legally 
drink in Illinois and they also should not'be 
able to handle liqour in their employment. 



The other trustees, along with Mayor Ray 
Toft, seem to be worried that such 
stipulations.in an ordinance might.cost stock 
boys, who stock, liqqijii;' on grocery shelves, 
and waitresses, who work in restaurants 
with bars,, their jobs.

According to the building and zoning, 
department's deputy director, Kenneth Bain, 
an inspection team posted the apartment, 
building, located at the intersection of North 
Ave. and Trevor Rd., to make thp tenants, 
presently living there aware that there are. 
"numerous" heating, plumbing, electrical 
etc. life safety violations on the property, < ■ 

Bain said that the inspection team had 
been sent- to that particular apartihent 
building because of "tenants complaints." 

On Friday, Oct. 21, he a^ded.that he was in 
the process of ' sending a list of. these 
violations to the. Antioch Commercial Co., in 
Chicago, where the tax bills are sent. - , 

"We expect to get a "response in ap- 
proximately 10 days and. then the owners and 
this depai'tment will' negotiate a reasonable 
time frame in which these violations should 
be corrected," Bain said 

As a guest, he said that thelist before him 
should take somewhere between 30 to.60 days 
to correct. '••' • ... . , 

' If the repair work isn'tdtfn'e insid6 of the 
. time frame agreedupon, "The fil^ then goes 
to the state's attorney *s office - for- 
. prosecution," added Bain. 

Michael Erde, of the law firm of Erde and 
Chacon£^s, Chicago, represents several ren- 
tal properties owned by the Antioch Com- 
mercial (^0. ■ 

According to Erde, he was aware of only 
two violations on the North Ave.— Trevor Rd. 
property, a faulty oil furnace and a second 
.floor porch.' 

Erde claims the porch has been repaired 
and he has been trying to get a local heating 
contractor to fix the furnace. 

"That property has been losing money for 
five years and many of the people there are 
behind on their rent. I have met with them 
and discussed ways to help them catch up on 
their rent by doing some of the maintenance. 
I don't want anyone to have to leave," Erde 
said. 

But the stories of former and present 
teriants_say that "some outward cosmetic 
painting, etc. has been done but conditions at 
the building are "deplorable." 

One ex-tenant, who asked that her name be 
deleted because she alleges that the present 
manager has threatened, anyone who 
"makes trouble," says that the porch is still 
^wobbly and dangerous. - _ 

"When I moved in there in May, there was 
an atmosphere"of fear there created by the 
manager, People wer e afraid to talk to one 
another," she sHid. 

"Most of the tenants are on public aid. 
That's how they (IandloifdsL_Rrefer it 



because, no matter how bad the conditions, 
they can't afford to move,' ' she said. 
' . When this tenant moved- in, in the spring, 
rents were being, paid weekly, with no lease, 
and included the utilities. 

After complaints were made and the 
tenants refused to pay their rent in August 
until repair work was done, .they received a 
lease making the rent payable monthly.' 
' Reports of one family not having heat all 
last winter/ were refuted by Erde and the 
maqagerj who has also asked to have her. 
name deleted* for personal reasons. 

Although: Erde says he is still trying to 
have that, particular furnace fixed, the 
' manager claims that it has been fixed. 

■Erde explains the su(fden lease by saying, 
"They asked for rulies and regulations and^ 
that is what a lease is." 

.One tenant's rent, which was $280; went up 
almost $100 a month because of the sudden 
addition of the utility charge. 

"They will actually be paying less then 

they., were when they were paying weekly 

because of the many months when there are 

•'.five weeks," said Erde, adding that the 

utility charge was fairer. 

There are five months in 1983 that have 
five Saturdays. 
~ ' Complaints that the lease contained a rider 
that the lawyer for the tenants said, "May be 
legal but is immoral and unethical," were 
refuted by both Erde and the manager who 
claimed it was just a form rider. 

The tenants complain it doesn't allow them 
to bring their groceries in the front door and 
the back entrance is dangerous, and it states 
that any complaints about conditions will be 
considered harassment. 

Other tenant complaints include dark 
dangerous hallways with no light bulbs, 
water contamination because of an im- 
properly fitting septic tank lid and no .storm 
windows. ■;■ 

A former maintenance man, Rick. Hen- 
derson, who lives in another of Antioch Com- 
mercial's properties on Rte. 83, said his 
place was okay but the building on North and 
Trevor "should have been condemned a long 
time ago." 

He said that he was told hot to fix the faulty 
furnace because the cost was too much. Erde 
and the manager deny this. - 

Henderson said that, "$100 a month was 
too high a rent for those apartments." 

Other tenants agreed they were being 
harassed by the manager with some com- 
plaining they have seen her "packing a gun." 
, — Erde said that he is getting storm windows 
for the building.
